1 . DEPARTMENT MAINTAINS POSITION THAT ONLY MEMBER STATES 
ARE ENTITLED TO SPEAK IN GENERAL DEBATE DURING UNGA. 

THE DIRECTORS-GENERAL OP UN AGENCIES SHOULD NOT BE 
HEARD DURING THE GENERAL DEBATE PORTION OF PLENARY BUT 
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COULD MAKE STATEMENTS DURING PLENARY DISCUSSION OP ITEM. 

2. AS NOTED IN REPTEL THE GA DECIDED PURSUANT TO 
DECISION 32/423B, THAT THE DIRECTOR-GENERAL OP IAEA SHOULD 
BE INVITED TO MAKE A STATEMENT TO THE ASSEMBLY AT ITS 
SPECIAL SESSION DEVOTED TO DISARMAMENT. THERE IS NO 
MENTION IN THAT DECISION THAT IAEA DIRECTOR-GENERAL 
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IS TO MAKE A STATEMENT IN THE GENERAL DEBATE. 

3. WITH RESPECT TO THE PRECEDENTS SET FORTH IN REFTEL 
ON THE PARTICIPATION OF DIRECTORS-GENERAL IN PLENARY, 

EACH TIME A DIRECTOR-GENERAL SPOKE THE PLENARY WAS 
CONSIDERING AN ITEM THAT RELATED TO THE WORK OF THAT 
DIRECTOR'S AGENCY. THE DIRECTOR-GENERAL OF THE ILO SPOKE 

DURING PLENARY CONSIDERATION OF ITEM ENTITLED "FIFTIETH 
ANNIVERSARY OF THE ILO." IN RECENT YEARS THE ITEM 
"REPORT OF THE IAEA" HAS BEEN ALLOCATED TO PLENARY 
AND THEREFORE THE DIRECTOR-GENERAL OF IAEA INTRODUCES 
THE IAEA ANNUAL REPORT IN PLENARY. REPORTS OF OTHER 
UN ORGANS OR AGENCIES ARE USUALLY CONSIDERED IN A MAIN 
COMMITTEE AND IT IS IN THAT FORUM THAT THE DIRECTOR-GENERAL 
OR EXECUTIVE CONCERNED INTRODUCES A REPORT. 

4. CONSEQUENTLY, US SHOULD URGE THAT DIRECTORS-GENERAL 
OF SPECIALIZED AGENCIES SUCH AS EKLUND AND M'BOW BE 
CALLED UPON TO SPEAK ONLY DURING PHASE OF PLENARY DURING 
WHICH ITEM IS ACTUALLY BEING CONSIDERED. IDEAL RESULT 
WOULD BE TO HAVE DIRECTORS-GENERAL SPEAK ONLY DURING 
COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 

5. A SATISFACTORY OUTCOME WOULD BE FOR PREPCOM TO DEFER 
THIS DECISION AS WELL AS DECISION ON OBSERVER DELEGATES 
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SPEAKING TO PLENARY, LEAVING SSOD ITSELF TO MAKE THIS 
DECISION. 
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1. DEPARTMENT MAINTAINS POSITION THAT ONLY MEMBER STATES 
ARE ENTITLED TO SPEAK IN GENERAL DEBATE DURING UNGA. 

THE DIRECTORS-GENERAL OF UN AGENCIES SHOULD NOT BE 
HEARD DURING THE GENERAL DEBATE PORTION OF PLENARY BUT 
COULD MAKE STATEMENTS DURING PLENARY DISCUSSION OF ITEM. 
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2. AS NOTED IN REFTEL THE GA DECIDED PURSUANT TO 
DECISION 32/423B, THAT THE DIRECTOR-GENERAL OF IAEA SHOULD 
BE INVITED TO MAKE A STATEMENT TO THE ASSEMBLY AT ITS 
SPECIAL SESSION DEVOTED TO DISARMAMENT. THERE IS NO 
MENTION IN THAT DECISION THAT IAEA DIRECTOR-GENERAL 

IS TO MAKE A STATEMENT IN THE GENERAL DEBATE. 

3. WITH RESPECT TO THE PRECEDENTS SET FORTH IN REFTEL 
ON THE PARTICIPATION OF DIRECTORS-GENERAL IN PLENARY, 

EACH TIME A DIRECTOR-GENERAL SPOKE THE PLENARY WAS 
CONSIDERING AN ITEM THAT RELATED TO THE WORK OF THAT 
DIRECTOR'S AGENCY. THE DIRECTOR-GENERAL OF THE ILO SPOKE 

DURING PLENARY CONSIDERATION OF ITEM ENTITLED "FIFTIETH 
ANNIVERSARY OF THE ILO." IN RECENT YEARS THE ITEM 
"REPORT OF THE IAEA" HAS BEEN ALLOCATED TO PLENARY 
AND THEREFORE THE DIRECTOR-GENERAL OF IAEA INTRODUCES 
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THE IAEA ANNUAL REPORT IN PLENARY. REPORTS OF OTHER 
UN ORGANS OR AGENCIES ARE USUALLY CONSIDERED IN A MAIN

WHICH ITEM IS ACTUALLY BEING CONSIDERED. IDEAL RESULT 
WOULD BE TO HAVE DIRECTORS-GENERAL SPEAK ONLY DURING 
COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 

5. A SATISFACTORY OUTCOME WOULD BE FOR PREPCOM TO DEFER 
THIS DECISION AS WELL AS DECISION ON OBSERVER DELEGATES 
SPEAKING TO PLENARY, LEAVING SSOD ITSELF TO MAKE THIS
